Non-establishment of opinion with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability 

1 1 Claims 21 -26 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by 
the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be formulated with 
respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of these claims (Article 
34(4)(a)(i) PCT).

Reasoned statement under Rule 66.2(a)(ii) with regard to novelty, inventive step or 
industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1 2 For the assessment of the present claims 21-26 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for 
example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims 
to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a 
known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound 
for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment.

3 NOVELTY (Art. 33(2) PCT) 

3 1 D1 discloses a tablet comprising drugs against parkinson (carbidopa/levodopa as a 
combination explicitly mentioned), hydroxypropyl cellulose (HPC) of 100000 
molecular weight (MW), of 70000 MW and 60000 MW (D1, page 8, last paragraph; 
page 9, lines 19-23; example 3). D1 takes away the novelty of claims 1 ,2,4,8,9,1 1- 
17,19-22. 
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4 INVENTIVE STEP (Art. 33(3) PCT) 

4.1 Because of lack of novelty, claims 1 ,2,4,8,9,1 1-17,19-22 are not inventive. 

4 2 Dependent claims 3,5-7,1 0,1 8,23-26 meet the requirements of the PCT with respect 
to novelty and inventive step, because the combination of features from said 
dependent claims with the features of the claims they depend on are neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art. 
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
